(Reorganization of Highway 


Commission) 


This measure, known as th 


"Mack-Blackwell Amendment" af- 
ter the two Senators who introduc- 
ed it, proposes a reorganization of 
the Arkansas Highway Commis- 
sion. 


All existing powers and duties 


for the operation of the State High 
way Department and for the con- 
struction and repair of the high- 
way system would be transferred 
to the new group. This commission 
would have five members appoint- 
ed by the governor with the con- 
sent of the Senate. Each of the 
first five 
commissioners 
would 


draw lots to determine his term of 
office at cither, 2, 4, 6, 8, or 10 
years.

could be removed from office by 
the governor only because of "high 
crimes and 
misdemeanors 
and 


gross misconduct in office." A 
commissioner so accused would be 
entitled to a hearing and a court 
review of the decision. In addition 
however, the Senate could remove 
a commissioner by a secret major- 
ity vote of its members after five 
or more Senators had asked for 
removal and the Senate had held 
a hearing. No court review of the 
Senate's decision is provided. Va- 
cancies on thc commission would 
be filled through appointment from 
the governor. Should he not ap- 
point within thirty days after va- 
cancy occurs, the remaining com- 
missioners might fill the position 
with a person of their choice. 


These provisions differ somewhat 


from those in the present statute. 
There are now twelve commission- 
ers who are named by the gover- 
nor with the consent of the Senate. 
One commissioner must be named 
from among persons residing in 
each of the ten highway mainten- 
ance districts. Two others are nam- 
ed from the State at large. The 
term of office for a commissioner 
now expires with that of the gov- 
ernor who appointed him.
